The intelligence sent you on Sunday night, 
tbat the advance of the rebel force in Mary- 
land was at Rockville, on the Frederick City 
roed, and eighteen miles from the city, 
proved correct.

A strong picket line, bas, how- 
ever, been extended from Fort De Bussey, 
mear the Chat bridge,’ to Fort 
Saratoga, near Biadensburg, but it 
is not yet believed to have crossed 
the railroad beyond Fort Saratoga. The 
skirmishers have done very little firing, hard- 
ly enough to feel the strength of our works. 
Our whole loge from that experienced in the 
cavalry skirmish outside of the fortifications 
is 18 or 20 wounded and two killed. 

We expended considerable ammunition 
sending musket balls inthe bashes in search 
of stray rebels, and in throwing an occasion- 
al shell wherever small squad makes its ap.
